Route 6 todK WB through several other towns as we 
oontiaaed toward T^otne , and sods of theae" plaoea showed 
tha aCfaots of bontlngs and of fighting between the 
retreating G' mr .s nd the advancing Allies. Just out- 
side of Rone vve passed beside an air field vvlth Its 
hangers twisted and shattered fron boiublug and buriiinr^, 
Md jpllaa of debris from airplanes had been dragged off 
"nm tte fitlA and liMpad aloog the adgaa to olear the 
vmmf for vm b/ our planoo. 

TSi0 streets of Rome were busy v/lth people and 
traffic, but we found the American Red Cross building 
wlUlbut undue difrioulty and next door to it v/as Cook's 
Wi^on-Lits where we obtained a guide by the name of 
Martini. \1e told him that we had juat the one day to 
aee the sighta of Bosw and that «m would leaTO it up 
to him where wa want and itiat we saw, providing only 
that we planned to attend the noon audience at which 
the Pope we loomed BSBbers or the Allied Forces who 
Wlaited the Vatioan. Kr. Martini knew Rome well, oka 
Xngllsh fluently and proved to be a most interesting 
go^Aa and oompanion for our day of cightaeeing. A de- 
tailed listing and an attenqpt at description of the 
nuMsrous plaoea wa Tiaited weald make a took in itself, 
ao sufrioe it to say that our morning's tour ended at

along baaida a wide draiaaga eanal and waa crossed oo- 
ilonalxy by sjasller drainage ditches leaaln.; Into the 
Ln canal.

A Boat unfortunate accident occurred on tha 098 
RAND0LP5i on the aftamoon Of June 7th when an Araqr 
flyer, . :c ;li3 stuntljus o^v^ oaniors lyins at 
anchor, urQ^Jic^d his F-8e at tha forward end of the 
flight deci. cjiidjt a group of men wtio were sun-bathiag* 
flOHS or tlie luiiDOLIV's man ware killed Instantly, 
others ware blown or Juaped orarboard to get out of 
the burning gaaolica. and ottera died while reoelTiag 
first aid. Ten or taa surrlTors, all deoply and ex- 
tonslToly btorned, and most or them surrerin<$ additional 
injuriai, «sra tranafarrad to the foarUGB that oTening.

7our of these ten casualties died durlag tlM xwxt 
two we^s. Tiia first patient to die, F.K.W.. «as blown 
off the fll^t deok into the sea, striking his ehast 
and abdooMa* On adaiasica ixe was burned on all surfaco3 
exoept tlM araa corerad by his underdrawers, there was 
a right pMOaothoraz and possible injury to cervical 
aplna. tta right long jsradualljr expanded but the gen- 
eral ooaditioa graw worse until the fourth day after the 
aooident whan he beoaaa acutely dyspnaio, ah owed erid- 
enoe of cardiac enbarrasaoBnt , did aot ran^ooA to oxygen 
and cardiao stiaulants and expired. 

The second patient to die, J.I.O., was blown from

The third patient, R.J.B., waa ataadiag abaat 20 
feet from where the plane crashed, -MS angolfed la 
f lanes and bumad on all aurfaces except that covered by 
his drawers. His condition appaarad to be progrestiing 
satisfactorily until the fifth day when hi derelopad 
bilataral jiv*^«iffnU and dlad on tna aarantb day. 

Vfea fourth patient* J«r.3., was engulfed in flatues 
and ^Sq^d oTerboard.

The aecond death resulted from an aplastio anamia 
ocQplioated by lobar pneunoaia^ Thla patient, aged 33, 
«aa adalttad on 5 Jvam with teiiperatttra of 101 degraaa, 
narked anemia and hiatcry or inor^iaaing wealEnaas for 
three months duration. Blood study showed a znacrocytio 
anemia of 1,170,000 red cells, hemoglobin of -^t.^ ./ruins 
and 3050 white cells of whioh 87^ were lymphocytes. 
Oaatrla axuiyuis showsd preaenoe or fre^i hydroohlorio 
aeid. Bone loarrow biopsy of sternum ahowad no aotlTe 
element a.

These deaths hsT* baan dasoribad in brief, not 

as an apology, but in the belief the.t thsy would hare 
bean ineTitabla eTsn thou^ the patients had been 
trsAlad la tha flaast hospital in the states. All of 
the dootora, nvraaa and hospital oorpsfflen oonoerned 
with tha oara o* thasa burned, injured and hopelessly 
ill patiasta did tbair utaoat for thaaa unfortunataa; 
bat they nmv bcjood our boat efforts to iMrtra then. 

Aftar tie aRRft of intensire work in the enerva- 
ting heat of Lsyte Gulf, we vara pleased to reoeire 
ordera to proceed to llanus via Biak, and than to Uaalla 
where m were .o resuiue w.rk as the fleet station iMMp- 
ital. Tha Britiah hospital ship TJitJalengka, -^rtiioh 
had aoooopattiad the British Fleet to sea and to Uanua, 
was ordarad to Lsyta to relieve us. ./e welcomed tue 
TJitjalanglea baok to Lajrta by taking her staff officor^ 
aad nursing siatani onrjm tha ISSPAC Club for oock- 
taila and than to the RjsrUOS ror dinner.

That ooaplctad 
MV dutlaa la Oldaaaa aad oa Trldaj, 5 Ootobar, «a da- 
partad fnr Taiagta*, Ohiaa, atera «a anivad oa tha 
lOtk* UMa «a wasa taa daja froa Tslng^'-ao wa aat a 
Brltiaft orulsar oli'eilag a alne in a rough sea, trying 
to aiak It. and aooi our DI sighted another mine and 
aaak It. Oa arrirlng at Tslngtao we found the battle- 
avolaar TJSS ALASKA with several destroyers at anchor 
la tha harbor, and tha next aomlag a flaat of trana- 
aorta oaaa In «lth tha Marlao Caovpatiea Foreas. Again, 
fllghta of planes oirolad «frar tha bay and olty as 
they had at Jlnsen, while landing araft oarrled the 
Marines aahora. Tba occupation waa without incident, 
and on the isth the transports went inside the braak- 
watar and tied up at the docks, greatly faoilitatlag the 
aaloadlag of rehlolaa, anaaent a.^ auppllaa.
